In response to the March 14, 2006 Office communication (the “Office Action”), 
please consider the following remarks and provisional elections with traverse. In the 
Office Action, the Examiner required restriction among the following claim sets: 

I. Claims 1-8: Drawn to an adjustable shelving unit. 

II. Claims 9-15: Drawn to an adjustable shelving unit. 

III. Claim 16: Drawn to an adjustable shelving unit. 

IV. Claim 17: Drawn to an adjustable shelving unit. 

Applicant provisionally elects claims 9-1 5 with traverse. Applicant respectfully 
submits that examination of the claims of the entire application will not impose an 
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undue burden and that therefore the restriction requirement is improper. See MPEP 
§803. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner also required election between: (a) Figures 
1-10; (b) Figures 11-13; (c) Figures 14-16 and 19; and (d) Figures 17 and 18, stating 
that no claims are deemed to be generic. Applicant provisionally elects Figures 17 
and 18, which are readable on claims 9-15.
